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1. AsoflS April on, tho political officers at the Russian Kemendatura in 
Eastern Berlin have been replaced. The political officor at Pankow is 
the only one not to have been replaced. These changes affeet officers who 
have been on duty in Berlin for a long period of tine, some of thom since 
the beginning of the oteupation. Their vork consisted of studying all the 
miterial which was gathered on the following types of persons: paople who 
had a special reason to be surveilled, SPD officials, shopkeepers whose . 
cormereial connections lay particularly in the vest, people with many friends 
or family connections in the west. The Headquarters of the House Control 
Observation Unit (Leitung der Hausobleute) hed to plaee all its address 
data at the disposition of these officors. 


2. It is not yet mown whether the work of these officers is to be carricd on 
in the same manner as heretofore. This question was diseurcsed during a 
conference of officials of the Landerverbond of the Derlin SED, at which the 
present head of the party control cormission, who was formerly tha President 
of the Landesverband, declared thet t:cese mattors would very soon be handled 
quite difforently. It is possible that after a change in the status of Berlin, 
which is to be oxpected soon, a general change in the relationship between § 
the hitherte existing Rucslan political control officers and the German party 


organs will take place. 


3, (Cn 2, April, Fritz Ebert, the liayor of Fastern Lerlin, stated to a private 
group of pemple that he had been notified a few days before by a non=rernan 
source that he whould consider the extent of his work as being restricted. 
Cireunstances, could arise which would free Western Berlin from rany of the 
restrictions which exist at the moment. When these circumstances arise, it 
will be bard to restrain the forward trend, One mist be prepared for a situa~. 
tion of oxcenptional singularity which will overshadow all the controversies 


which erict at present. 


4o For the first tine, on tho 26 and 27 April, all the committees of the Central 
Control Comission of the DWK, of the Land Commission and of the People's 
Control Comittces were in session in Leipzig. Of these cormittees, those on 
the Zone lovel are officially appointed, whereas the menbers of the People’s 
Control Conmmittcer (Volkskontrolaussclisse) serve voluntarily. These com 
mittees are entirely made up of members of the SED and their duties are con- 
trolled only by the GAI. As to thelr logal authority, however, they are at 
least on an equal footing with the police organs. Although they have no 
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executive authority, yet overy order which they tranenit to the police 
is carried out without delay and without subsequent investigation. 


de During the seseion of the Central Control Commission, whieh took place 
under the chairmanship of Fritz Lange, the Politbureau of the SED held a 
special neeting at which Kurt Fisehor, head of the GAI, and Fritz lenge 
vere present. It ws emphasized here that the tasks of the Gontrol Com- 
mission during the noxt weeks and months wil] be the most important, Sinee 
these commissions should concern themselves prinerily with economic questions 
emphasis was placed on tho necessity for avoiding all clese contact of an 
open nature with the SED. 
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
